Five Increase Motor Licenses; One 
Raises Drivers’ Fees

Britain has secured three hundreo ! 
millions worth of business as a result 
of the British Industries Fair. South 
America, Scandinavia and Canada 
wore chief buyers. 

Herman Trelle hihT Mts. Trelle of 
the Peace River district have been in 
Shanghai, and writing from there 
have described the destruction visible 
from the ship passing Woosung. 
Wrecked buildings and dead bodies 
and over two million burned out of 
their homes 

A passenger on the limited, looking 
under his berth in the morning, 
found one black shoe and one tan.

“Chewing” is not so popular in 
Canada as was once the case. While 
the Dominion’s cigarette output in¬ 
creased from less than 3,000,000 in 
1929 to over 6,000,000,000 ' in 1930, 
the manufacture of chewing tobacco 
dropped from 6,640,000 pounds to 4,- 
287,000 pounds in the same period. 
And the manufacture of snuff increas 
ed from 711,000 pounds to 1,108.000 
pounds. A tenth of a pound of snuff 
per person—where does it all go? 


Legislatures of two provinces in 
Canada this year increased their tax¬ 
es on Gasoline, five increased the fees 
for automobile licenses and one in¬ 
creased the price of drivers’ permits. 

New Brunswick raised the gas tax; 
raised motor license fees to 90 cents 
a cwt., and doubled drivers’ licenses 
to $2 00. 

Quebec raised the gas tax one cent 
bringing it to 6 cents a gallon, left 
license fee at 70 cents a cwt., and 
driver’s permit at 66.00.' 

Ontario raised the gas tax one 
cent, and it is now 6 cents. Motor 
license fees this year are from $7 to 
$30 with driver’s permits unchanged. 

In Alberta automobile license fees 
were increased five dollars and now 
range from $15 to $45, depending on 
the size of the vehicle. The gaso¬ 
line tax remained at five cents a gal¬ 
lon and driver’s licenses were un¬ 
changed at 50 cents. 

Saskatchewan increased automobile 
licenses $6 to make them range from 
$17.50 to $32.50 but left the gasoline 
tax at five cents a gallon and the 
driver’s permit fee at 60 cents.

Prince Edward Island, 5 cents gas 
tax; 70 cents cwt, auto license; $1 
driver’s permit. 

Nova Scotia, 5 cents gas tax; 90 
cents cwt auto license; $1 driver’s 

permit. 

Manitoba, 5 cents gas tax; $11.50 
to $20 auto license; $1 driver's per¬ 
mit 

' British Columbia 6 cents gas tax; 
$17 to $45 auto license; $1 driver's 
permit

tain and of the United States have 
been placed before their respective 
parliamentary bodies. In the United, 
Kingdom drastic cuts have been 
made. The total expenditure has 
been reduced by something like $21,- 1 
000,000, of which roughly $15,000,000 
is off the figures for the army. The 
air force has been cut only four per 
cent. These are substantial reduc¬ 
tions and follow similar deductions 
made in recent years. The reduc¬ 
tions are likely to be readily accept- 
, cd by the people of Britain. Econo¬ 
mies effected last year in all branch- 
! es. of government expenditure seem 
to have been turned to good use. At 
any rate whether it is by reason of 
such economies or for other reasons, 
Rritain seems to have got its feet on 
the upward path and is quickly pro¬ 
gressing towards a measure of pros¬ 
perity. And that fact will make the 
' expenditure cuts more acceptable to 
the British people than they would 
otherwise be. 

In the United States the estimates 
for national defense call for an ex- 
' penditure of $644,651,309 and the to¬ 
tal expenditure on liquidating the 
cost of the last war and maintaining 
the army, navy and air force amounts 
to $2,834,240,051 or 7188 per cent, 
of the total budget. This figure in¬ 
cludes $640,000,000 for war debt re¬ 
tirement; $1,052,785,264 for pensions 
nnd veterans’ hospitals. These fig¬ 
ures reveal just how costly war is, 
either in preparations or in paying 
last one.—Saskatoon Star

Following the wave of popularity 
for rock gardens in Canada, the Ot¬ 
tawa Flxperimental F'arm has estab¬ 
lished a rock border where rock and 
alpine plants are being tested as to 
suitability. 

One of the* attractions erf a rock 
garden is that more depends on indi¬ 
vidual effort than in other gardening, 
and the arrangement of rocks for nat 
ural effect is very important. 

Much study is required to deter¬ 
mine the position of each kind of 
plant in respect to -^sunshine, shade 
and moisture. The charm of rock 
plants lies in their bright and dainty 
flowers, as few are suitable for,cut¬ 
ting. 

Although the spree used in such a 

garden may be small, the number of 
varieties which can be encouraged in 
o'he small spot is remarkable. Soms 
rock plants are very tiny, and inde¬ 
scribably delicate in appearance.
